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CONSTRUCTION OF 
GRAVEL ROADS. 


By PROP. B. K. COGHLAN, 
Highway Engineer, A. & M. College 
of Texas. 
T here are two system s of gravel 
road construction: 
The first, surface 
construction, and the second, trench 
construction. 
In the first the sub­ 
grade Is graded and rolled at a very 
flat slope and then the gravel applied 
in one or more layers with the maxi­ 
mum thickness of the m aterial at the 
te n te r, the thickness gradually di­ 
m inishing tow ard the edge of the 
gravel 
roadway. 
The 
second, 
or 
tren ch construction, was planned to 
save gravel and to confine it to that 
p a rt of the roadw ay where it would 
give the greatest am ount of service. 
In this case the subgrade is usually 
m ade to a slope approxim ately paral­ 
lel to th at of the finished roadway, 
end earth shoulders are built up to 
confine the gravel in a trench nine 
(to tw enty feet In width, depending on 
the quantity of traffic that the read 
m ust 
handle. 
The 
gravel 
is 
then 
placed in this trench in one or more 
layers and when finished the gravel 
I surface and the earth shoulders m a k e 
one sm ooth slope to the side ditches. 
I th is slope becoming steeper as it ap­ 
proaches the ditch. 
In constructing a gravel road care 
should be taken th at the coarsest 
gravel Is at the bottorrt, the finer 
m aterial on the surface. 
First, be­ 
cause the coarser m aterial will not 
junk into the subgrade as easily as 
[he fine m aterial, and secondly, be 
►cause the fine m aterial will m ake a 
sm oother roadway. 
W here the gravel 
is not over six inches in thickness the 
best results will be obtained by usin? 
a bottom course of gravel composed 
I of pebbles varying from one and one- 
I fourth 
inches 
to 
three 
inches 
in 
(diam eter. 
The top course should be 
[composed of m aterial, none or which 
should 
be 
over 
one 
and 
one-half 
inches in diam eter and about two- 
[thirds of which should go through a 
|onc-half inch n e sh 
se re.rn 
T he gravel should be laid In at 
lleast two layers, as better results are 
[ a l w a y s 
thus 
obtained. 
W here 
the 
[gravel is thicker than six inches It 
[would be well to use three lavers. In 
NR ny case no layer should be laid down 
leo that after rolling its thickness ex 
ceeds four inches. 
A fter a layer of 
[gravel has been laid down and sp r ea d 
iy shovels It 
should 
be 
harrowed 
[thoroughly with an ordinary 
spi ke 
(tooth harrow. 
Tile reason for this 
[is that the gravel is brought on the 
road In w agons or trucks and dumped 
(in piles on the suberade. 
It is then 
ipread out by shovel with the result 
(th at where the gravel was originally 
[dumped it will be denser than where 
|it Is spread out by the shovel. 
If 
Ibis is not corrected, and traffic is 
(turned on the road. there win b" a 
series of hard and soft spots on the 
roadway, resulting in an uneven sur­ 
fa c e sim ilar to that 
w hi ch can 
b* 
found on at least 90 per cent of all 
the gravel roads in tile State of Texas. 
In the other hand, if each layer of 
travel is thoroughly harrowed as it 
Is put down. the hard spots are thor 
jughiy broken up and the entire layer 
rill have an even density.

rolled lf it Is possible to obtain
